3. Claims 1, 3-9,1 1-17and 19-26 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts 
of record Linzer et al (US 2004/0100577 A1), Ju et al (20040155883, Lavelle et al (US 
20020171653) do not disclose storing the data in the machine readable memory device 
a second time at a second memory address, the second memory address having a 
second alignment with respect to the burst boundaries, the second alignment offset 
from the first alignment relative to the burst boundaries, the offset sufficient to enable 
selection for retrieval of the data from the first alignment or second alignment and 
decoding a frame with a video decoder using at least a portion of the data, wherein the 
data represents at least one reference frame.
